Permits For Production 
Of V-Mail Letfer Sheets 


An Order No. 17790 from the 
Office of the Postmaster General 
at Washington, provides for the 
publication and, or manufacture 
of the new V-Mail Letter Sheets 
by private parties, either for sale 
through stationery stores or for 
free distibution. As a matte of 
record, we print the order here- 
with‘ 

Order No. 17790. 

Permits For Reproduction Of V- 
Mail Letter Sheets By Private 
Firms Or Individuals 

““V-Mail’”’ letter sheet envelopes 
for use in connection with the 
new service which has been es- 
tablished to faciliate and speed 
the handling of messages to and 
from the personnel of our armed 
forces stationed outside the con- 
tinental United States may be 
printed for sale or for free dis- 
tribution by private firms or in- 
dividuals under the _ following 
conditions: 

Firms or individuals desiring to 
print or reproduce the V-Mail 
letter sheets must make applica- 
tion for a permit by letter to the 
Third Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral, Division of Classification. 
Upon approval of the application, 
a number will be assigned the 
applicant and will constitute a 
permit. All V-Mail letter sheets 
printed under this permi tnumber 
must be identical in style, word- 
ing, weight, grade, and grain of 
paper with specimens furnished 
or approved by the Department. 
This is required in order that the 
letter sheets may be adapted to 
the process of photographing the 
messi.ges thereon,etc. In addition 
each letter sheet must bear in 
small type on the back or in con- 
nection with the printed instruc- 
tions on the address side the 
wording “Post Office Department 
Permit No. —”. The same word- 
ing must also be printed on the 
lover right margin o. the reverse 
or inner side of the letter sheet. 
Permits will be revoked if the 
letter sheets printed and distri- 
buted thereunder do not conform 
in size and style to the specifica- 
tions of the Department, and such 
noncomforming letter sheets will 
not be accepted for handling in 
the mails. 

The V-Mail letter sheets so 
printed must bear no advertising 
matter but may be enclosed in 
wrappers or cartons bearing the 
advertising matter of the firm or 
individual printing or distribut- 
ing them. They may be offered for 
sale in the same manner as other 
stationery or distributed free to 
the public or armed forces, if so 
desired. 

V-Mail letter sheets, V-Mail 
letter-sheet envelopes, and the 
V-Mail Service are postal facili- 
ties of the United States Govern- 
ment, and are matters exclusively 
within the jurisdiction of the 
United States. It is essential to 
the operations of the V-Mail Ser- 
vice that V-Mail letter-sheet en- 
veilopes conform exactly to the 
specifications of the Post Office 
Department so that postal patrons 
may be assured that V-Mail will 
receive the treatment extended by 
the Government under the V- 
Mail Service. If a postmaster has 
good reason to believe that any 
person or concern is violating or 
evading the regulations or in- 
structions heretofore or hereafter 
promulgated and issued, or that 
any person or concern is issuing 
V-Mail letter sheets or V-Mail 
letter-sheet envelopes which have 
not been printed or reproduced 
under a permit issued by the 
Third Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral, Division of Classification, 
o: is printing or reproducing doc- 
uments represented as _ usable 
through the V-Mail Service, he 
should report the matter prompt- 
ly to the Third Assistant Post- 
master General, Division of 
Classification.

Though 155,730 first day covers is not a very large number for the 
First Day of the Kentucky stamp but at the same time it is not alow 
number. Let us recall to mind other statehood stamps that have been 
issued in the last four years, 182,423 covers were cancelled on March 
4, 1941, at Montpelier, Vt., on the first day of the Vermont Tercenten- 
ary stamp; 156,709 covers cancelled on July 10, 1940, at Cheyenne, Wy- 


oming on the first day of the Wy- °--——-—-—- 


oming Statehood stamp; 156,429 
covers cancelled on July 3, 1940, 
at Boise, Idaho, on the first day 
of the Idaho Statehood stamp; 
909,860 covers cancelled on Aug- 


ust 24, 1938, at Des Moines, Iowa, 


\.on the first day of the Iowa Cen- 
tennial stamp; and 225,617 covers 
eancelled on June 27, 1938, at 
Wilmington, Delaware, on _ the 
firse day of the Delaware stamp. 
Th. number of stamps cancelled 
for the first day of the Four 
Statehood stamp were as follows: 
on November 2, 1939, at. Pierre, 
So. Dak., 139,905; on November 
2, 1939, Bismark, No. Dak., 142,- 
106; on November 8, 1939, at He- 
lena, Mont., 130,273; and on No- 
vember 11, 1939, at Olympia, 
Wash., 150,429. With the above 
information each reader is wel- 
come to form his own opinion as 
to the size of the number of the 
Kentucky stamp, which, of course, 
was 155,730. 

No matter what we believe of 
the number of covers cancelled at 
Frankfort, Kentucky, on July 1, 
1942, we must all admit that no 
collector suffered due to the lack 
of the number of different cachets 
that were printed, engraved, lith- 
ographed, embossed, and photo- 
embossed by dealers, for the 
event. A short review of cachets 
that I now have before me will 
give some idea as to the beauty 
of these covers. 

Most of these covers contain 
either the state sea] of Kentucky, 
horses, state capital of Kentucky, 

- Daniel Boone, and / or Abe Lin- 
coln. Both Jordon and Fleetwood 
used four color cachets, the two 
of which ‘together make a good

looking page. The Fleetwood cov- 
er which came to me from Lester 
McFarland shows the state seal of 
Kentucky on each side of which 
is the United States flag. Under 
the seal is two arms. shaking 
hands with the years “1792” and 
“1942” printed on a ribbon from 
which the arms come. Next comes 
a red “V” and the words “150th 
Anniversary of’’ also in the rib- 
bon, and outside the ribbon ‘‘Ken- 
tucky Statehood.” The Jordon 
cachet coming to me from Ed- 
ward F. Jordon shows Daniel 
Boone with horses on each side. 
After the words “150th Anniver- 
sary of” comes a picture of the 
Kentucky state capital and then 
“Kentucky Statehood.’ Both the 
Fleetwood and the Jordon cachets 
were designed by L. W. Stachile, 
famous artist of cachets. 

Cachet printed by and from H. 
Grimsland is in purple showing 
the state seal, log cabin birth- 
place of Abraham Lincoln at 
Hodgenville, fort at Harrodsburg 
where first settlement was made 
in 1774, and other historical data. 
From Winifred M. Grandy has 
come a cachet which was printed 
and sponsored by himself. This 
cachet has the state seal in red 
and facts about the state written 
(that is printer) in purple. Mr. 
Grandy’s cachet has a neat layout 
and makes an attractive cover. 
The Collector’s Surplus had sev- 
eral different cachets for the first 
day of the Kentucky stamp. These 
cachets designed and known by 
the. name of Crosby are of the 
highest type. They contain not 
only a printed cachet but also a 
photo picture. Two of these Cros- 
by cachets are before me. One 
from Cover Exchange shows the 
State capital at Frankfort, while 
the other from Rex Stamp House 
shows the horse Man Q’War. 

From Washington Stamp Ex- 
change, printer, and from Henry 
Sheperd and Son has come the 
Artcraft cachet, This engraved 
cachet, matching others in its set, 
shows the state capital and Daniel 
Boone and wording all in a light 
black color. This is indeed a 
beautiful cachet when joined 
with the other members of the 
set. Pilgrim Cachets used one 
two color cachet on different col- 
or envelopes for the Kentucky 
stamp. John Alden, sponsor of 
Pilgrim Cachets, has placed into 
this cachet the flag of the United 
States and the state seal of Ken- 
tucky and printed facts about the 
state of Kentucky. Pilgrim covers 
before me are on blue and gray 
envelopes and I believe that other 
colors were used. 

Cachet-craft by Frederick B. 
Fitts Co. have come to me from

W. Tolman, and from Donald G. 
Johnson. This cachet in purple 
and green shows Abe _ Lincoln, 
Daniel Boone, an outline map of 
the state of Kentucky, and Lin- 
coin’s log cabin with the usual

The 
House of Farnam Inc., also used 
an outline of the state of Ken- 
tucky on its cachet.

Send Beautiful Cachets 


Specimens of the beautiful Art- 
craft Engraved Cacheted Enve- 
lopes as offered by the Washing- 
ton Stamp Exchange for the new 
Win the War and the new China 
stamp are at hand. These are fine- 
ly engraved and are real works of 
art. Try clipping the pictures off 
your extra envelopes and mount- 
ing on a mat on your album page. 

The Artcraft cover for the China 
stamp bears a picture of Chiang 
K’ai-Shek, thus with Sun-Yat- 
Sens and Lincolns picture on the 
stamp, the three are nicely tied 
together on one of these covers, 

From Walter Poppenger comes 
samples on six different colored 
envelopes, of the new cachet for 
the China stamp. It illustrates the 
flags of China and the United 
States as well as a picture of Lin- 
coln and Dr. Sun Yat-Sen also 
the map of China, all assembled in 
a neat manner to make an attrac- 
tive cachet printed in colors. 








placed in the upper left hand cor- 
ner of the envelope. Two other 
copies of this cachet have came 
to my address but no name was 
either within or outside the cover. 

The cachet by Fidelity Stamp 
Company contains a horse with 
the winner’s flowers about his 
neck all in brown ink, The word- 
ing of this cachet is in purple and 
reads ‘“Sesquicentennial/ State- 
hood of Kentucky/ 1792-1942.” 
This cachet came to me from Fi- 
delity Stamp Co, and from Henry 
Sheperd and Son. Anderson ca- 
chet covers has come to me from 
Boy’s Stamp Club, Athol W. 
Cliff, and Dee’s Stamp House. 
The Anderson cachet is in purple 
and shows Daniel Boone with his 
gun in hand resting upon a large 
rock and looking off into space. 
Printing on the cachet gives a 
great deal of historical data about 
Kentucky. Like the Artcraft the 
Anderson cachet is one of a set. 

Walter T. Poppenger had two 
different cachets each printed on 
six different color envelopes for 
the first day of the Kentucky 
stamp. One which came to me 
from Poppenger and also from an 
unnamed person shows Daniel 
Boone standing on a hill looking 
into the distance. Below the hill 
is two log cabins. The other ca- 
chet, also coming from Poppenger, 
has for its main theme an outline 
map of Kentucky. From Harry 
Ioor and from Friendly Stamp 
Company has come Ioor’s cachet 
showing the state seal with 
flowers on each side. This same 
cachet is in both two and three 
colors, the three color cachet 
having the flowers colored while 
the two colors has the flowers in 
white, 

All in all we can see that there 
were a good number of cachets 
for the First Day of the Statehood 
of Kentucky. stamp. The above 
tamed cachets are r.-t all of those 
printed for this stamp by a long 
shot but they do give a general 
idea of the whole. 











The Canal Zone philatelic 
agency has finally decided to re- 
print the cancelled official stamps 
which. were issued in 1941. This 
set was originally printed in 
small quantities. This encouraged 
counterfeiting as the set was sell- 
ing at a very high price. Sales of 
this set will be open to all. 
George Sloane, of this city, de- 
serves a vote of thanks for his 
efforts to convince the authorities 
to reprint these stamps. 


The Buddy Bazaar given by the 
A, S. D. A. for the benefit of the 
U. S. O. was labeled a success 
although the attendance could 
have been better. The auction 
sale will be held in August or 
September, so there is still time 
to donate lots. The association 
will make a real drive to get 
stamps for this sale. 


The final session of the year, 
at the Collector’s Club was a very 
interesting one. A very complete 
collection of War Tax stamps 
from the first world war was ex- 
hibited by Mrs, Mayd Meader. To 
date in this war, there haven’t 
been so many War Tax stamps, 
so there is a good chance to build 
a nice collection. 





It seems like the “kid” trade 
in this city is a thing of the past. 
The youngsters instead of buying 
stamps with their few pennies 
are now saving together to invest 
their dimes and quarters in War 
Stamps. Even though the loss of 
this business is felt, they deserve 
a big hand. 


Cover and poster collections are 
continuing to make the largest 
gains in philately at this time. 
Some covers are really something, 
if they could only talk, but then 
the collector who is interested in 
this material also tries to put its 
history. together. Posters are be- 
coming more colorful and inter- 
esting each day. 


The forthcoming Victory and 
China stamps are exciting more 
interest than what was shown in 


the Kentucky stamp, Guess it 
must be the war flavor. 
Chile, today, seems to be a 


place where most of the European 
sets are imported from. And it 
was only a few years ago, that 
Chile was one of the toughest 
countries to have a connection in.

UNIFORM AUCTION RULES AND TERMS 

One of the matters for discussion before the convention of the 
‘American Philatelic society at Cleveland will be a matter of Uniform 
Auction Rules and Terms of Sale, probably also to include signs and 
symbols for describing lots. 

This is a matter that we advicated many years ago. It is 
unnecessary that every time a prospective bidder wishes to make 
a bid at an auction that he read the particular individual rules 
and terms applied by the seller. There is every reason why auction 
rules and terms should be identical and uniform in all sales, Dealers 
are blind to their own best interests in not getting together and 
adopting uniform rules, Dealers owe it to the auction patron to make 
a uniform set of rules and regulations instead of each dealer trying 
to set up and force his own individual rules and terms, 

A bit of consideration for the customer is necessary in any line 
of business and the auction business has a heap of room for im- 
provement in this respect, Let us hope that the effort of the American 
Philatelic Society will bear fruit.

cut the price and make a few extra nickles. This kind of business 
is not legitimate in any line, reputable business men realize and 
know that a legitimate profit is necessary in the conduct of busness 
and they are entitled to these catalogue sales as a part of their 
regular line of business.

mal population of about 40,000. 

Sheep, of the fat-tailed variety, 
constitute the chief wealth of the 
nomadic tribes who inhabit the 
arid waste of the hinterland, who 
drive them from oasis to oasis in 
search of pasture. When this is 
absent the animals live on the fat 
accumulated in .the appendages.

Among the big game to be 
found in some parts of the inter- 
ior is the kudu antelope, a cousin 
of the South African eland but 
with spiral horns, a shorter tail 
and a mane; the body is marked 
with narrow, vertical white 
stripes. Although the specimen 
shown on the middle value stamps 
is described as the “greater ku- 
du.” It is more lixely intended to 
represent the “lesser kudu” (S. 
imberbis) which is confined to 
Somaliland and the vicinity.

68,000 square miles in the north- 
east corner of Africa, bordering 
on the Gulf of Aden. Its land- 
ward boundaries march with 
those of French and Italian So- 
maliland on the north and south, 
and Abyssinia on the north-west. 
Berbera, the seat of government 
and principal port (shown on the

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New York Dealer Caught 
In Postage Sfamp Fraud; 
Cleaning Stamps Charged 


The alertness of a postal clerk, 
combined with the _ scientific 
sleuthing of a stamp detective, re- 
sulted yesterday in the conviction 
of a dealer in “washed” and 
“pieced” stamps. The clerk, Ben- 
jamin Goldberg o:1 the postoffice 
at 103 Pine Street, noticed’ almost 
imperceptible irregularities in 
stamps on package- he was hand- 
ling and started the hunt that led 
to George Pappas in his stamp 
shop at 40 West Eighteenth Street 

Yesterday, on the basis of tes- 
timony by Y. Souren, head of the 
Philatelic Research Laboratories, 
Inc., and other evidence presented 
by Clayton D. Hollinger, assistant 
United States attorney. Pappas 
was found guilty by a jury in 
Federal court. 

Mr. Goldberg’s tip led Postal 
Inspectors Marlin A. Brown and 
Louis J. Bader to the Theon Com- 
pany, Inc., at 160 Crosby Street, 
where they found Harry Geller, 
shipping clerk and part owner. 
Geller on April 10, admitted hav- 
ing purchased the stamps Mr. 
Goldberg had noticed at a dis- 
count of 10 per cent. He said 
Pappas allowed discounts, at 
times, of as muc* as 30 per cent. 

The inspectors gave Geller, 
against whom no accusations have 
been made, a list of stamps, and 
some $1 bills, and sent him to 
Pappas. Geller came back with 
the stamps, which had a face 
value of $6. He had paid $2.75, 
giving Pappas three $1 bills, two 
of which were found in his pos- 
session when he was arrested. 

In his testimony concerning 
these stamps, Mr. Souren  pro- 
duced photographs made with 
ultra-violet light, in which could 
be seen traces of the cancellation 
marks which had been removed 
or “washed.”’ Some of the stamps 
had been made up delicately from 
fragments of other stamps. The 
Federal authorities are continu- 
ing their investigation to get at 
the source of these stamps, which 
have turned up in the possession 
of a number of dealers recently. 
Pappas, convicted under the 
counterfeit laws, faces a possible 
penalty of ten years in prison and 
a fine of $5,000 when he comes 
up before Judge Clarence G. 
Galston for sentence Monday.

Read Advertising Copy 





Too few stamp dealers give the 
needed care and attention to the 
Preparation of their advertising 
copy that is required to get the 
best results from such advertis- 
ing. Not one piece of copy out of 
five that reaches the publisher of 
& stamp publication shows that 
it has been prepared with care 
and thought. Most dealers just 
rattle off a paragraph or a list of 
stamps, send it and then sit back 
and await results. 

Some dealers can get results 
from an inch advertisement while 
others can not. Those that do get 
results from an inch advt., get 
them from one of the two rea- 
sons—either because of just what 
they have offered, it being some- 
thing quite in demand at the 
time, or else because of the man- 
ner in which they make the offer. 


5 a ce RT A CA AE 


This latter is the most important 
point, for often it will sell ma- 
terial which otherwise could not 
be sold. 

The one first requirement to get 
results from a piece of advertis- 
ing, whether it be an inch or a 
page is that the copy much catch 
the eye of the reader and be read 
by him: It is naturally much more 
difficult to catch the eye of a 
reader with a small single inch 
space than with a large space and 
it is for this reason that users of 
small space should give the ut- 
most care and attention to the 
preparation of their copy. You 
can not put much in an_ inch 
space. Your name and_ address 
must be there, a few words for 
your offer and then the important 
part, the display or catch line. 
This is the principal line at the 
top of your advt. It must or 
should contain words that will 
catch the eye of the reader. This 
can naturally be done with most 


. 
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next in importance is the use of 
words that are timely at the pres- 
ent moment, words that are in the 
mind of the reader. Try to pick 
some timely words and tie them 
up with the text or body of your 
‘copy: The use of such words will 
interest and attract the reader 
and there is a greater chance that 
your offer will be read than if the 
words for your display line are 
not timely and catchy. 

We have been lead to write this 
brief discourse on advertising 
copy by receipt of an order for 
three insertions of an inch adver- 
tisement from Mr. E. R. Case of 
Rutherford, N. J. We were at- 
tracted both by his advertising 
copy and by the’ envelope in 
which he mailed the copy. We 
realized that here is a man who 
understands and knows what ad- 
vertising is all about and it is 
certain that if he continues in the 
stamp business, the day will come 
when his advertising copy will be 

















any large heavy faced type, but 


‘watched by those who want to 


learn how it is done. Such copy 
and such advertising as is shown 
by Mr. Case is certain to get re- 
sults that would not come under 
ordinary circumstances. 


The name is ‘{;CASE’’. On the 
coner of his envelope is a small 
illustration of a wooden box or 
packing case, it shows a lettered 
name and address and indicates 
an addressed package or case 
ready for mailing.

Nova Scotian Remainders 
Balance Premier's Budget 
Slamps Remain Plenfiful 


Many and varied have been 
the devices by which govern- 


ments have contrived to “bal- 
ance budgets,” but surely’ few 
more unusual than the timely 


“peasure trove” of postage stamp 
“remainders” which once ena- 
bled Canada’s famous wizard of 
finance, Hon. W. S._ Fielding, to 
turn an impending deficit into a 
small surpus when he was pre- 
mier of Nova Scotia, back in the 
’nineties. 

Recent discoveries in the Unit- 
ed States of long-forgotten ca- 
ches of now valuable stamps re- 
calls to veteran Halifax collect- 
ers the biggest “find” of this 
kind ever made in Nova Scotia 
nearly half a century ago. 

As is well known, until Con- 
federation Nova Scotia issued her 
own postage stamps. There were 
4wo main issues; one in 1851, 
many of the items now command- 
ing very high prices; a second in 
1860-63, most of which have also 
atttained very respectable market 
values. 

In 1867 .these were all super- 
seded by stamps of the-new Do- 
minion of Canada, and official 
sales discontinued, but old ones 
in the hands of the public con- 
tinued to circulate for a few 

“years, attaining a special status 


now known to the trade as “in- 


Tummaging the lumber rooms in 
Province House, uncovered the 
unsold “remainders” of the se- 
cond issue, which included quan- 
tities of all six values.

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and adventurers, Spanish grand- 
ees, long stories, and nota little of 
disillusionment, the Costa Rica of 
our day presents to the world 
something which it appraises, 
along with a good part of the rest 
of enlightened mankind, as more 
precious than gold. 

The Republic of Costa Rica has 
3,000 teachers and 500 soldiers, 
but it was first of the American 
nations to declare war on Japan 
after the events of Pearl Harbor. 
There is one school for each 800 
in a total population of 650,000. 
Primary education is free and 
compulsory. Graduates of elemen- 
tary schools have the choice of 
giong further in the schools of 
fine arts, agriculture and com- 
merce. Before the dream of a na- 
tional university became a real- 
ity, students preparing for careers 
in other fields had to go abroad. 
But now schools of law, pharma- 
cy, engineering, science, liberal 
arts, dentistry and medicine have 
been, or are about to be, incor- 
porated into the university. 

For the national university, un- 
questionably a tangible, and a 
beautiful one, also is a symbol. 
It is the apex of an educational 
system of which any nation right- 
ly could be proud. 

Costa Rica’s advanced position 
in education, however, is not by 
any means the sum of her riches, 
not even if there be added a tra- 
dition inspiring in its unfolding 
of a people’s struggle through 
foreign conquest and brigandage, 
to independence and constitution- 
al self-government. 

Enlightened government stems 
from this devotion of the Costa 
Rican to intellectual attainments. 
At San Jose, the capital, are the 
judicial, legislative and executive 
branches of the government, sup- 
ported by a constitution that lists 
125 articles and a bill of rights. 
Executive powers is vested in a 
president, elected directly by the 


people for four years, He may 
not serve another consecutive 
term. 


Southermost of the five Central 
American republics with an area 
about that of West Virginia, Cos- 
ta Rica like many another Latin 
American country can but guess, 
as yet, at the extent and charac- 
ter of its natural wealth. The 
cordillera trends through from 
northwest to southeast. And 
though it was not where the 
Spaniards of old_ could lay their 
hands on it, there was gold to be 
had. It is still there, for the most 
part, awaiting a day of improved 
method and better transport for 
getting it out.

PICTORIAL STORY OF 
CANADIAN NEW STAMPS 


(Continued from Page 1) 





ing fraternity at large. 

Collectors are generally aware 
of the fact that Canada main- 
tains a Philatelic Agency which 
functions in the same _ general 
manner as that of our Govern- 
ment in Washington. Orders for 
this new series of Canadian 
stamps may now be sent to “Phil- 
atelic Division, Financial Branch, 
Post Office Department, Ottawa, 
Canada.” 

Under existing regulations of 
the Foreign Exchange Control 
Board of Canada, payment for 
mint Canadian stamps must be 
made in the money of the country 
in which the applicant resides. 
For example, applicants resident 
in the United States must remit 
in United States dollars, by cer- 
tified cheque. United States pos- 
tal money orders cannot be ac- 
cepted as they are at present 
drawn on Canada in Canadian 
dollars. On all remittances re- 
ceived in United States dollars 
the authorized premium will be 
allowed in the form of additional 
stamps. 

The Department positively will 
not accept any responsibility for 
consignments of stamps requested 
to be forwarded by ordinary mail. 

It is therefore advisable that 
sufficient be added to your re- 
mivtance for registration. 

Modelling A New Stamp 

In the illustration presented 
this week, we show the first 
steps in the preparation of a new 
postage stamp, this stamp being 
the new 6 cent Airmail stamp of 
Canada. 

After a design has been agreed 
upon, photographs are taken of 
subjects that will be worked up 
into the chosen design. The illus- 
stration shows the artist with 
several different photographs, in 
this instance four different photo- 
graphs were used, fi m which the 
finished picture was made. The 
photographs were taken at a 
Royal Canadian Air Force sta- 
tion for the Department of Pub- 
lic Information. 

The artist will usually cut the 
photographs, and from _ pieces 
from one or more different pho- 
tos he will assemble the complet- 
ed picture. These pieces are 
mounted on a heavy card or mat, 
after which more or less work is 
done with various tools of his 
trade, until the finished picture 
meets with approval. It is then 
necessary to do the border design 
and the lettering of the stamp. 
This calls for much skill on the 
past of the artist who must work 
out complete details that can be 
followed by the engraver for 
after the artists works is once ap- 
proved, it is usually followed 
closely throughout the production 
of the stamp unless it should 
show up unsatisfactorily in the 
first engravers proofs. 

The border design and lettering 
are all done by hand by the ar- 
tist and then the completed pic- 
ture with the border, wording, 
denomination and central design 
shows the finished stamp. By the 
use of a reducing glass the artist 
can vision his large picture in a 
small size. A reducing glass is 
just the reverse of a magnifying 
glass. We stamp collectors use a 
magnifying glass to magnify or 
enlarge the stamp so that we can 
more readily study its design, 
while the artist will use a re- 
ducing glass which instead of en- 
larging the picture, pulls it down 
to a small size and gives him a 
view of what he intends shall be 
the finished stamp. 

After this work is approved, the 
finished picture is then turned 
over to the engraver and we will 
show him at work, making the 
original die in our issue of next 
Week.

In the winter of 1940-41, Linprint prepared five different 
sets of what they cailed U. S. SPECIALIST ALBUM PAGES. 
The idea was that similar sets would be prepared for each of 
the Commemorative stamps if collectors approved of them by 
purchasing in volume enough to make their production possible. 
The sales were not heavy enough to be encouraging, yet those 
who did buy these sets of pages were very enthusiastic over 
them. It has therefore been found that but five stamps or 
group of stamps were prepared in these Specialist page sets and 
these are beautiful sets which every collector can use to make 
small featured collections of the particular stamps featured. 


You will find these pages very desirable and since there 
aré only a limited number of sets left, I want to clean them 
up as quickly as possible and get them out of the way. 


FOLLOWING IS A BRIEF DESCRIPTION 

FOR THE DEFENSE STAMPS—There is a handsome illustra- 
ted title page in two colors. A page for the singles and blocks, 
in two colors.

The -Clerk-in-Charge at the 
Chicago Airmail Field Postoffice 
has returned all covers sent to 
him for the first flight into Evans- 
ville, Ind., on AM-10 with a let- 
ter stating that the first direct 
flight from Chicago into Evans- 
ville took place on June Ist. In- 
as-much as this is th: first direct 
flight between Indianapolis and 
Evansville, it may receive cata- 
logue- listing. If it does, these cay- 
ers will be exceptionally scarce. 
There is no date as yet as to the 
quantity of mail dispatched from 
Evansville over the first flights. 

















The first flight from Eugene, 
Oreg., on AM-11 will not take 
place until after the war. How- 
ever, scheduled service into Bell- 
ingham, Wash., on AM-57 may 
take place during July, so collec- 
tors should forward their covers 
immediately. 


For the second time within two 
years, Newark, N. J. has had it’s 
airmail service suspended. On 
June 12th, the Civil Aeronautics 
Board authorized’ American Air- 
lines (AMs-7, 18, & 23); Eastern 
Airlines (AM-5 & 6); TWA (AM- 
2 & 44); and United Airlines 
(AM-1) to temporarilly suspend 
service into. Newark due to its 
proximity to New York City. 


Canadian Colonial Airlines have 
received the permission of the C. 
A. B. to change their name to 
Colonial Airlines, This is due to 
many people thinking of them as 
a Canadian corporation, which 
they are not. 

Incidently, this line will not 
resume service into Glens Falls, 
N. Y. (FAM-1) this summer, so 
the first flight from Burlington, 
Vt., to Glens Falls is still pending.

New Use For Your First 
Day Pictorial Envelopes 





Collectors who like to work up 
an atractive album page with each 
new stamp that comes. along 
should not overlook the possibili- 
ties presented by the many hand- 
some pictorial envelopes that are 
available for First Day Covers. 
Has it occurred to you that you 
can take your surplus or left over 
envelopes, carefully clip out the 
picture imprint and mount this 
picture on the page with your 
new stamps. A bit of care will 
make a nice page. Try using a 
small square of colored paper, per- 
haps a red or other strong color, 
this paper to be about an eighth 
of an inch larger all around than 
the trimmed picture, then mount 
the picture on the colored slip and 
put on your album page. 

Some very handsome and at- 
tractive pages can be built up in 
this manner, Envelope publishers 
have not yet suggested this meth- 
od, but doubtless will point out 
that any surplus envelopes can be 
used up in this manner,
